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The Chicago Fiasco 


EAVING Columbus at 12:30 noon 
on August 24, the Editor with 
Mrs. Linn headed for Chicago 
with the thought of being there 
for the first day sale of the Cen- 

tury of Progress Imperforate sheets 
as well as meeting a lot of the A. P. 
S. Convention attendants. Having 
just been home a few days from a trip 
to Washington from the 13th to the 
17th of the month it was not possible 
to start earlier in the week, for be- 
sides spending a few days in Chicago 
we planned to drop in on the Pre- 
cancel Convention at Indianapolis the 
fore part of the week of the 28th. 

As stated before, we left Columbus 
at 12:30 noon, headed up through 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, and landed in 
front of the Medinah Club, headquart- 
ers for the Convention at 8 o’clock in 
the evening, a 7% hour trip over 320 
miles of perfect concrete road. Ar- 
riving at the Medinah Club we just 
began to see what attendants at the 
Convention had been up against in 
Chicago for the entire week. Our 
baggage was carried in by a bell hop, 
the car put in a garage and when we 
asked for a room we were informed 
that there were none, everything full 
up, in fact we were told that 180 
people had slept on cots in the gym- 
nasium the night before. 

Nothing else to do but inquire if 
any nearby hotels had accommoda- 
tions. We were informed that a little 
hotel up on Pearson Street, the De- 
Witt might give us rooms. We had 
the car run out, the baggage placed 
in it and up to the DeWitt we drove, 
which turned out to be a first class 
apartment hotel of more than 20 
stories, we were given a handsome 
little apartment nicely furnished with 
an in-a-door bed in the parlor, a din- 
ette at one end, off of which was a 
kitchenette with a frigidaire, a gas 
range and a kitchen cabinet, (we 
should have brought our camping 
utensils), then there was a neat little 
ressing room and a nice bath, all of 





which cost us but $5.00 per day while 
the Medinah Club were stacking them 


in the beds and sleeping them on cots. 
At that place reservations 





meant 
nothing. Many an attendant told of 
reservations taken months ahead and 


manding rooms. These people threat- 
ened suit when refused and did get 
in the hotel, but such accomodations 
as were given them were enough to 
make anyone sick of ever again at- 
tending a convention. 
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which were refused when asked for. 
The service, the accommodations, the 
regard for obligations was disgraceful 
throughout. In one or two instances 
we heard of those who had obtained 
reservations and who held acknowl- 
edgements for same and who would 
not take no for an answer when de- 





All of which should be a lesson that 
should cause our conventions of the 
future to be held in cities or towns 
which were not encumbered by big 
Carnivals and Street Fairs such as 
this one at Chicago. 

All settled and set in our Hotel 
Room the next thing in order was to 
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wash off the dust and dirt of travel, 
put on some fresh clothes and get 
down to the Medinah Club and meet 
the boys. We landed there just before 
the end of the speech making that 
follows a banquet. 

Dr. Hennan noted our 
amidst the final introductions and 
called attention to the fact that 
George W. Linn of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News had just slipped in late 
without coming to the banquet. Doc, 
jovially intimated that we had got 
our lunch at “Thompsons” to save 
the cost of the banquet ticket and had 
run in for the festivities afterward. 
“Thompsons” is the big chain of quick 
lunch restaurants in Chicago. 

From what we heard said by many 
who attended the banquet, we believe 
that it would have been a wise move 
to have patronized “Thompsons” be- 
fore becoming seated at the banquet 
board. 

There seemed to be quite a large 
number at the banquet, we did not 
hear the number but our observation 
lead us to believe that the crowd was 
about equally divided between local 
and visiting attendants. Following 
the banquet there was dancing and a 
large number of those in attendance 
spent the evening in friendly confer- 
ence. 

The stamp exhibition which had 
been on display was torn down Thurs- 
dav evening to make room for some 
privileged few to get tables into the 
room where they could cut up their 
imperforate sheets and stick them on 
envelopes to mail out. Early Friday 
morning there was an extensive line 
of buyers ready to buy the imperfor- 
ate sheets. Some people stood in line 
for many hours waiting to get into 
the building to buy sheets. The ar- 
rangements for the sale of these 
sheets was so poorly handled that the

whole sale was such as to cause much | 
unpleasantness on the part of the | 
public as well as on the part of A. p.! 
S. Members. The Post Office was set 
up on the 10th floor. Some favored 
few were let in early, in advance of 
the regular crowd and certain Chicago 
Dealers appeared on the street mi 
front of the hotel offering the two | 
sheets at $1.50. This action incensed 
the crowd and there was much unfa- 
vorable comment on such racketeer- 
ing. 

To get to the room where the 
stamps were being sold, one had to 
take the elevator from the street floor 
of the hotel to the 10th floor, the ele- 
vators were small, the room upstairs 
was small, and the dispatch with 
which the crowd was handled was 
somehow very slow. It seems that 
there were ways of getting to the 
room where the stamps were sold 
that everyone did not know about 
and as a result many A. P. S. 
Members stood in line and waited 
while others. slipped in in va- 
rious ways, up stairways, through 
service entrys and in other ways and 
this trickling in crowd just kept the 
small Post Office window busy enough 
that those waiting patiently at the 
elevator never did get up stairs. 

Along after ten o’clock, the situa- 
tion became so serious that Mr. Eilen- 
berger of the Post Office Department 
appeared in the lobby of the hotel be- 
fore the crowd at the elevator and 
tried to quiet them and satisfy their 
desires by announcing to them that 
there were plenty of the stamps and 
that the stamps would be placed on 
sale on the following day at the main 
Post Office in Chicago. This an- 
nouncement of course would not satis- 
fy such a crowd, which by the way 
was formed from the elevators in the 
hotel, outside on to Michigan avenue 
and for three or four blocks south on 
to or across the bridge over the Chi- 
cago River. 

Standing at the elbow of Mr. Eilen- 
berger when he made that announce- 
ment, I took the liberty of address- 
ing him and calling his attention to 
the fact that such an announcement 
as he made would not satisfy those 
people. I told him that what he 
should tell them was that the stamps 
would be placed on sale within an 
hour at the main Post Office, for 
what the collectors wanted was to buy 
the stamps today, place them on en- 
velopes and get them into the mail 
and get the cancellation date of today 
on the stamps. He immediately held 
up his hand, quieted the crowd and 
made such an announcement and 
within a short time the crowd dis- 
persed. 

I want it understood that I am in 
no way blaming the Post Office De- 
partment or any of the Officials for 
the unpleasant situation. This can be 
blamed entirely on local Chicagoans 
who were responsible for the plans 
there. What was needed was a hall 
that was easily accessible and more 
than one window from which to buy 
stamps.

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On the other hand, my own experi- 
ence with the stamps and covers was 
such as to lead me to believe that 
every effort was made by Department 
Officials to do what should have been 
done to meet the wants of all collec- 


tors. I personally did not buy a sin- 
gle one of the sheets while in Chi- 
cago. I was in the room upstairs 


where the stamps were on sale two 
or three times between eight and ten 
o’clock in the morning but refused to 
stand in line to buy stamps for I did 
not care to have them then. Later in 
the morning I got a couple blocks 
from Jack Schildhouse of Cleveland, 
placed them on letters addressed to 
my friend, E. E. Parker of Columbus, 
who asked me just before I went to 
Chicago to get such covers for him. 
Unthinkingly I dropped those two 
covers in the regular mail chute on 
the 7th floor of the Medinah Club. I 
went in to apologize to Mr. Parker on 
my return to Columbus for not mail- 
ing them in the receptacle where they 
would get the special A. P. S. cancel- 
lation and what was my surprise to 
find them with that cancellation, 
proving that the Post Office Depart- 
ment must have given strict orders 
to pick up any such covers from the 
day’s mail at the Chicago Office and 
put the special cancellation on same. 

For fear that someone may feel 
that I am unnecessarily condemning 
the affair at Chicago I need only say 
that ere I had returned home there 
had been several letters with scath- 
ing denunciations of the sale of these

stamps and it was only necessary to 
see or talk with most anyone at the 
convention to understand just how the 
average person felt about the matter. 

It was not our intention to attempt 
any general reference to or report on 
the Convention, that will appear in 
the Official Organ with lots of nice 
pictures and such things and since it 
is the members that are interested in 
that side of the matter, they will 
doubtless find the report quite satis- 
fying. 

We spent Friday afternoon and 
evening at the Fair, also Saturday 
afternoon and evening. Very much 
disappointed. 

Sunday we started for Indianapolis 
and the Precancel Society Convention 
and left there back home to Columbus 
on Tuesday. 

At the Precancel Convention we 
had excellent accommodations at the 
Lockerbie Hotel, met a lot of enthu- 
siastic collectors, many old friends 
with whom we have had much pleas- 
ant correspondence in the past and 
had a very pleasant and enjoyable 
time. 

All of which again reminds us as 
we remarked before that the place to 
hold a stamp convention is just any 
place except in a crowded city where 
there are other diversions and at- 
tractions to distract the attendants 
and to upset all of the plans and af- 
fairs of a convention. 

What the average collector wants 
to see and do at a convention is to 
buy, sell and swap stamps. A bourse 
is one of the most popular events 
that any convention can_ sponsor, 
most of the boys will forsake boat 
rides and other pleasure trips to stick 
around and swap stamps. Many con- 
ventions are attended by collectors 
who seldom have an opportunity to 
meet and contact other collectors and 
when these kind of collectors get 
where there are a crowd of other 
stamp collectors no other entertain- 
ment is wanted. 

At the Precancel convention on 
Monday there was about fifty out of 
town members and guests registered 
on the first day. All of them were 
having a big time swapping stamps 
and talking over matters of interest 
to Precancel Collectors.

Seal 


By Harbor Master Anderson 
Elsinore, Denmark 


(Translated from Danish by 
Mrs. A. E. Pade, Denver, Colo.) 


The Danish Postmaster Einar Hol- 
boell conceived in the year 1904 his 
idea to sell Christmas seals and uti- 
lized it in the fight against Tubercu- 
losis in Denmark. 


On November 18, 1904, the “Svenska 


Dagbladet” asked this question: 
“Shall the Danish idea succeed in 
Sweden?” Already the following day 


the same paper wrote “The Danish 
idea seems already to have taken root 
here.” “Post office official TOM 
GELHAER, the man who yesterday 
gave the technical information about 
the matter, has been called to the 
Swedish National Society for the war 
against Tuberculosis to discuss 
whether it would be possible to real- 
ize the idea already this Christmas. 
It is vital that action be taken imme- 
diately.” 

On December 15, 1904, Sweden sent 
out their first Christmas seal in an 
issue of 8 million copies.

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Obituary 


Alfred Fitler Henkels 


A. F. Henkels, a philatelist of in- 
ternational reputation passed away 
at his home in Germantown, Phila- 
delphia, On August 25th, after a 
short illness. 


Mr. Henkels was born on Pine 
Street, in Philadelphia, in 1866. For 
the last 50 years he had been asso- 
ciated with the Fidelity-Philadelphia 
Trust Co. His philatelic history was 
of even longer duration. He un- 
earthed the Vito Vitti correspondence 
which had been accumulated by the 
Firm of Carrera Marble Dealers of 
the same name, over a long period. 
It was the largest and finest lot of 
Tuscany and Modena on original cov- 
er ever recovered. He was also in- 
strumental in unearthing the great 
find of St. Louis Bears made in Phila- 
delphia two decades ago. 


Mr. Henkels was a charter member 
of the Quaker City Philatelic Society 
organized in 1883. 


Charter member of the American 
Collector’s Society of Philadelphia. 
Secretary of the Q.C. P.S. Organizer 
and the 1st Vice President of Branch 
18, A. P. S. Chairman of the Or- 
ganization Committee of the Phila- 
delphia Stamp Club. He served the 
P. S. C. as Auction Manager, Libra- 
rian, Treasurer. He was many times 
President of the Philadelphia Stamp 
Club and a member of its Board of 
Governors at his death. Vice Presi- 
dent of the A. P. S. in 1904-05 and 
Secretary in 1906-07. A charter 
member of the U. S. Revenue So- 
ciety and many other Philatelic Or- 
ganizations. 


He was owner and publisher of 
the “Keystone State Philatelist”, pub- 
lished in Philadelphia in 1885. Author 
of the standard work on the check 
tax stamps of the United States and 
a contributor to the philatelic press 
for 50 years. He was a member of 
the old school of Philately that is so 
rapidly passing. A deep student of 
the art of the forger, he could spot 
a counterfeit at a hundred yards. He 
has removed countless thousands of 
“Album Weeds” from circulation and 
the counterfeit collection of the P. 
S. C. and the furnace have been en- 
riched by many of these. No mamby- 
pamby “Modern” was “Al” as he 
was affectionately known to _ his 
friends, but an old fashioned indi- 
vidualist, strong in his philatelic likes 
and dislikes. The Quaker City re- 


grets the passing of a characteristic 
figure. 


Mr. Henkels received lengthy obitu- 
ary notices in all the Philadelphia 
papers for he was well and widely 
known: in secular as well as phila- 
telic circles. He is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Anna R. Henkels; two

Since mentioning about the extra 
lines on the Jersey City items I have 
noticed the same thing on quite a few 
of the new metal handstamp products 
having this extra line, and I am prone 
to believe that this in reality is not 
an extra line but the end of the metal 
handstamp. These metal handstamps 
are made in a rocker shape and are 
rolled across the sheet of stamps and 
no doubt if rocked too far the edge 
of the handstamp makes an impres- 
sion also. This is just my idea of the 
thing. 


In looking over a lot of Los Ange- 
les, Calif., items in the small U-13 
type I noticed several of the long or 
high Ls in Los Angeles. The catalog 
says that four out of each hundred 
have this tall L which to be exact is 
l%mm higher than ordinary. They 
are very apparent upon close exam- 
ination. Any one wishing to do some 
mild specializing could try to com- 
plete sets with the tall L. 


A letter from Rev. Van Voorhis 
tells me the new Bi-Centennial Cata- 
log is held up while 2700 additional 
items are placed in it. We hope it 
soon appears. The Rev. mentions a 
5e Olympic (and still they come) 
from Clifton, N. J., in U-16 type and 
a 3c Century of Progress from Mar- 
garetville, N. Y., U-121 normal.

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Rotary Press Stamps 


One of the questions most fre- 
quently coming to our office is that 
one which asks how to tell Rotary 
Press Printed Stamps from stamps 
printed by other methods. 

Perhaps it should be sufficient to 
advise all such inquirers to look at 
the explanations in their Scott Cata- 
log and feel that we have told them 
sufficient to make it possible to dis- 
tinguish one from the other. On the 
other hand we are satisfied that there 
are many collectors who fail to think 
for themselves and try to figure out 
whether a stamp is a rotary press or 
a flat plate print when as a matter 
of fact the stamp was only printed by 
one of the two processes and if they 
will but look at the catalog and see 
by which process it was printed they 
would save themselves further worry. 

Therefore that is the first thing to 
do. Determine by which method the 
stamp has been printed. If it is listed 
as printed by both methods then the 
question as to which method any par- 
ticular stamp is printed by is very 
simple. : 

The Scott catalog clearly explains 
all these points in the little notes in 
fine print scattered throughout the 
listings in the catalog and there is no 
excuse for anyone asking such ques- 
tions if they will but study their cat- 
alog. 
All stamps of the standard size and 
shape such as the 3c purple Stuart, 
when printed on flat plate presses are

cal position, that is the longest way 
of the stamp is up and down. Thus 
if a plate of 400, four panes of 100 of 
these stamps will measure, say 2 feet 
high, the same plate if bent and 
curved around a cylinder so as to 
place it on a Rotary press would 
measure slightly more than 2 feet as 
the curvature of the plate will slight- 
ly increase the actual surface of 
same. This increase is quite slight in 
a single stamp, yet sufficient that it 
can be readily measured and thus 
when a stamp is printed by both flat 
plate and rotary process, the rotary 
prints are always a trifle taller when 
the plate is of the type that has the 
stamps in vertical positions and a tri- 
fle more wide if the plate is of the 
type that has the stamps in a hori- 
zontal position on the plate. 


State Tax Stamps 


State tax stamps for all manner of 
taxes are being issued in many states 
throughout this country. The field 
for collection in this line is getting 
bigger and bigger every week and it 
is an interesting one to follow. 

The issue of Cigarette Tax Stamps 
is followed in numerous states and 
when the cellophane wrappings were 
first placed on cigarettes there was a 
problem to solve in getting stamps 
to stick to the cellophane. 

The newest thing in cigarette 
stamps is the one issued in South Da- 
kota. This state has issued what it 
calls “transfer” stamps. Seventeen 
million of them have been issued in a 
small size oval shape about 3/3 x 5/8 
inches in size. These new stamps 
come in perforated sheets and are 
broken up into blocks of ten. The 
dealer then moistens the block and 
slides the stamp off of the surface to 
which it adheres on to the cellophane 
wrapper where it sticks there much as 
one of the old fashioned transfer pic- 








tures which we used to buy at a penny 
a sheet and transfer on to our arms or 
hands. When these new stamps are 
transferred on to the cellophane one 
can barely feel them, as they seem 
to become a part of the cellophane 
just as tho the stamp were printed di- 
rectly on the cellophane. This new 
style of stamp prevents reuse or re- 
covery of the stamp. If you want to 
save them you simply cut them out of 
the cellophane and save a piece of the 
cellophane with the stamp on it. 
Cancellation is therefore unnecessary. 

Another addition to State Tax 
Stamps is the 2c Beer Cap Tax stamp 
issued in Ohio. This is similar in de- 
sign to the Ohio Cigarette Stamps, 
grey in color. The stamps are for a 
2c per bottle tax on bottled beer. It 
is believed that this issue will be quite 
a short one as the tax is excessive and 
will doubtless be reduced soon.
